On the way up one of the 
party, Frank Hamelin, had a narrow escape 
icom drowning, as he had fallen through an 
ice hole and was going under when Coghlan 
caught him and managed to pull 
him out. Amab Lamoureaux, who went 
up the same time as Coghlan’s party, is. 
still at the lake and will wait toreturn by 
steamer as he succeeded in selling all his 
horses. Mr. Coghlan corroborates the re- 
port of the Indians being in a starving con- 
dition. as at Sturgeon lake, 160 miles west 
of Slave Lake. They had been forced to eat 
26 horses. ‘This unusual state of starvation 
is caused by the scarcity of rabbits and 
lynx, which form the staple articles of food 
in that district, the former beinga necessity 
and the latter considered more as a luxury. 
Fish are, however, plentiful and if the 
Indians would work up sufficient energy to 
catch them there would be no necessity for 
eating fricassed cayuse. Mr. Coghlan also 
states that the Indians around Slave iake 
are holding indignation meetings and ‘‘pow- 
wows” as they object tothe advance of 
civilization and white men into their midst 
and want none of the government’s reserves, 
treaty money orreforms. Messrs. Coghlan 
and Mearon{came dewn the Slave river 
with their sleighs, etc., ona ratt, while a 
boy brought their horses along the shore. 
At the conflux of the Athabasca, which 
they reached at 6 p. m., 70 miles from the 
Landing, they enlarged their raft and teok 
their four horses on board and re-embarking 
travelled all night down the Athabasca, 
which was booming, reaching the Landing 
at nine in the morning.

This reduction in the ‘sugar 
duties does not mean a reduction in 
the revenue, as is is taken off the re- | 
fined article. It will be remembered 
that when the duty was reduced on 
sugar by the Abbott government 1t 
was the duty on the raw sugar which 
was taken off, which meant that the 
manufacturer stood in the same posi- 
tion as he did before, but the revenue 


was at the loss of the duty on raw

A peculiar proposition following on 
the new tariff is what may be called 
the “Anti-combjne clause,” under 
which the government may, when 
they become satisfied that a combine in 
respect of any article exists, reduce, 
or abolish altogether, the duty on that 
article.

It is pro- 
bable that it will never be required to 
be used except as a threat.

ENTRY BY PROXY. 


The following are the provisions uf 
the Dominion Land Act with regard to 
the making of entries by proxy. They 
appear as sub-sections 3 and 4 of sect- 
ion 34 in the consolidation of the Act 
for office purposes : 

8. The minister of the Interior or 
anymember of the Dominion lands board, 
upon requisition, may authorize any 
person named therein to make « home- 
stead entey or homestead and pre-empt- 
ion entries, on. behalf of any person 
signing such requisition and desiring to 
obtain such entry or entries. 

4. The person so authorized shall, in 
erder to obtain such entry or entries, 
make application in the form F in the 
schedule to this Act, on behalf of. each 
of those whom he represents, and shall 
make an affidavit before the local agent, 
or, in his absence, the-senior clerk pre- 
forming his duties, according to the 
form G, H orJ, in the schedule to this 
Act, as the circumstances of the case 
require ; and shal pay for each home- 
stead entry, and for each pre emption 
entry, the office fee of ten dollars here- 
inbefore prescribed for such entry. 49 
yc.

THE FLOOD AT EMERSON. 


A report in the Free Press from 
Emerson station under date of April 
26th says: The steamer -Assiniboia 
reached here from Letellier at 10:15 
this morning, after a quick run and is 
now lying on the Main street, in front 
6f the Alexander block. Reports to 
the Free Press regarding the flood here 
have not been in the least exaggerated. 
The town is in a terrible plight and 
the loss that corporation and private 
individuals will sustain will be very 
large. The water is now subsiding 
slowly and has fallen about ten inches 
from the high water mark. -The mer- 
chants have been out of their stores 
for two weeks and it will be a fortnight 
before they can ayain resume business. 
Citizens speak highly of the courtesy, 
and kindness of the C. P. R., the com- 
pany having done everything in its 
power to accommodate the people, sup- 
plying them with cars for live stock 
and goods and in other ways assisting 
them. The C. P. R. station site is the 
only dry place in the town. The boat 
leaves Lere ina couple of hours and 
expects to have some work to-day on 
the way down stream. I only saw one 
dry piece of land between here and 
Letellier. The farmers in sone places 
south of that point, as well as north, 
are hauling hay through the woods in 
small boats for a distance of two or three 
miles. They will have to feed cattle 
that way for a couple of weeks.
